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retrial Paradiſe, otherwiſe called the 
Garden of Eden, with Eve his Wife, 


who was formed out of one of his Ribs: 
And they would have lived happy in 
that Place, if they had continued in 
their Innocence, and Kept the Law that 
Gop had given them. 

Bur Adam and Eve (a) being fallen 


into Rebellion, through the Temptation 


of the Devil, and having broken the 
Commandment that Gop had given them, 
not to eat of the Fruit of a Tree which 


was in the Garden of Eden, which the 
Scripture calls, The tree of knowledge of 

good and evil; they loſt their Innocence 
and their Happineſs together, were made 


ſubject to Death, and driven by Gop 
out of the terreſtrial Paradiſe, By this 
Fall of Adam, Sin and Death entered 


into the World; and all Men had been 
fror ever miſcrable, if God had not taken 
Pity on them. But Gop immediately 


promiſed, (5) that zbe Seed of the Woman 
ſhould bruiſe the Serpent's Head; that is, 
chat Men ſhould be delivered from Sin, 


from Death, and from the Power of the 
Devil, by Jesvs CHRIST, who doe 


be burn of a Virgin.

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In the Book of Geneſis (a) Moſes tells 
us who were the Children and Deſcen- 
dants of Adam. We ſee by the Hiſtory 
of thoſe Times, that the Life of Man 
was then mach longer than it 1s now, 
and that they lived many Hundreds of 
Years: But it may be alſo obſerved, 
that Sin began to reign in the World 
preſently after the Creation. Cain, the 
Son of Adam, flew his Brother Abe!, and 
had a wicked Poſterity. Nevertheleſs 
Gop was known to and worſhipped by 
the Patriarchs, and eſpecially in the Fa- 


mily of Seth, who was one of the Sons 


of Adam, Among theſe Patriarchs, 
the Scripture makes mention of Enoch, 
whom Gop took out of the World, ſo 
that he died not : Gop. having been, 


pleaſed thereby to crown his Piety, and 


to teach Men that there are Rewards at- 
ter this Life for thoſe that live. well. 
But in Proceſs of Time (b) the Pol- 
terity of Seth was corrupted likewiſe, 
and mingled with the wicked. The 
Earth was filled with Crimes, and the 
Corruption grew ſo great and general, 


that God ſent the Flood, which drown- » i 
ed the whole World, Noah excepred, 
"OY Fog "ho 
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v. Je Gen, VI, and VII, 
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who being a Man that feared Gop, was 


with his Family preſerved from this In- 
undation; God having commanded him 


to build an Ark, in which he was ſhut 
up when the Flood came. The Memo- 


ry of this Deluge is preſerved, not only 


in the holy Scriptures, but allo among 
divers Nations of the World, as we may 


find 1n many antient Hiſtorics. The 


Flood happened One Thouſand Six 
Hundred Fifty ſix Tears after the Cre- 
ation of the World.

was pleaſed to chooſe a People, among 
whom the true Religion might be pre- 


ſerved. For this Purpoſe "He called 


Avraham, who lived in the City of Ur 
in Chaldea. He appointed him to leave 


the Country wherein he was born; He 


engaged him to ſerve Him, and fear 
Him; He commanded him to go into 
the Land of Canaan, and he promiſed 
to give that Country to his Deſcendants;

FT E R Solomon's Death, (a) Re- 
hibzam his Son being ſet on the 
Throne, the ten Tribes of Iſrael revolted, 
ſo that He ruled over two Tribes only, 


which were thoſe of Judab and Benja- 


min. Thus, there were two Kingdoms 
formed, the one called the Kingdom of 
Iſrael, which comprehended the ten re- 
volted Tribes, the other called the 
Kingdom of Fudah, which conſiſted of 
the two Tribes that remained faithful to 
Rehoboam. 

THE Kingdom of Vrael ſubſiſted 
about T'wo Hundred and F ifty Years : 


Feroboam was the firſt King of it. This 


Prince, fearing that his Subjects would 
return to the Obedience of Rehoboam, 
King of Judah, when they ſhould go to 
Feruſalem on the ſolemn Feſtivals to wor- 
ihip Go in the Temple, and to offer 
their Sacrifices there, ſet up a falſe Wor- 


ſhip in his Kingdom. He made two ' 
golden

Ye 1 1 . S and . SA 
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golden Calves, which they worſhipped KW 
under the Name of the GO PD of Mael. 
He appointed ſolemn Feaſts and Prieſts; 
ſo that in the Reign of Zeroboam and his 
Sacceſſors, Idolatry was eftabliſhed in 


the Kingdom of Hael. All the Kings 
of Jſracl were Idolaters, and kept up |! 
the falſe Worſhip which Feroboam had 
eſtabliſhed. God ſent ſeveral Prophets 
to the ten Tribes, to turn them from 
their Sins, and to preſerve the Know- 


ledge of himſelf among them. The 


moſt eminent of theſe Prophets was 
Elijah : He propheſied in the Time of 


Ahab, who was one of the wickedeſt of 1 


the Kings of ral. At laſt, the King- 
dom (a) of the ten Tribes was deſtroyed, 
and Samaria, their capital City, was 
taken, in the Time of Hoſea, the laſt 
King of IJſrael, by Salmaneſer King of 


Aſſyria, who carried away the ten Tribes 


into his own Kingdom, from whence 


they were diſperſed into divers Countries, 


and have never ſince been ſettled again 


in their own Land. 


TAE Kingdom of Pudah laſted an 
Hundred and Thirty Years longer than 


that of Iſrael. The capital City of this

Judab. Nebuchadnezzar King of Baby- 
lon beſieged Feruſalem in the Reign of 
Zedekiab, the laſt King of Fudab.

H E Babyloniſh Captivity laſted 
Seventy Years, as the Prophet 
Jeremiab had foretold (a) it ſhould.

Country by the Leave of Cyrus, King 


of Perſia, under the Conduct of Zoroba- 
bel, to rebuild the Temple of Feru/alem. 
Bur i in this they were interrupted by the 


neighbouring Nations, and this Work 
was delayed to the Time of Darius, 


King of Perſia, who commanded that 


the Temple and the Service of Goo 1 
ſhould be ſet up again. The Prophets 


Haggai and Zechariab lived at 15 1 85 
and they xhorted the Fews to 

building the T emple.

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From the rebuilding of (a) Jeruſalem,

Years, according to the Prediction of 


the Prophet Daniel. The Fews being 


returned into their own Country, were 


for ſome Time ſubject to the Kings of 


Perſia, and afterwards to the Kings of 


Syria, They were expoſed to divers 


Perſecutions, whereof the laſt, and moſt 


cruel, was that of King Antiochus, (b) 


who plundered and profaned the Temple 
of Feruſalem, and made uſe of Torments 
in order to force the Fews to renounce 
their Religion, as may be ſeen in the 


Hiſtory of the Maccabees. This was he 


that forced Matiathias, and many 7ews, 
to enter into a Covenant together for the 
Prefervation of their Religion and Li- 


berty. They gained many Victories by 
the Courage and Conduct of Judas Mac- 
cabeus, and Fonathan, both Sons of 
Mattathias, Having recovered their 
Liberty, and again ſet up the Exerciſe

HE Time in which Go p had 
relolved to ſend his Son being 
come, JEsus CHRIST was born in Fu- 
dea; and many Things fell out, that 
made his Birth remarkable: Neverthe- 


known to the Jews; nor did he begin 
to exerciſe his Miniſtry before he was 
Thirty Years of Age, and that he had 
been baptized by John the Baptiſt, his 
Forerunner. We have the Hiitory of |

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and there are three Things principally 


to be conſidered in this Hiſtory, viz. 


the Doctrine of JESsus CHRIST, his 


Miracles, and the Holineſs of his Life. 


The Doctrine he preached was moſt 
holy, and tends only to the Glory of 


_ Gov, and the Good of Mankind. He 


wrought a great Number of Miracles, 
which manifeſted an infinite Power and 
Goodneſs. By theſe Miracles he has 
made it appear that he was the Son of 


Gov, and that his Doctrine was true, 


His Life was perfectly holy. We may 
find therein an Example of all Kind of 
Virtues, and particularly of an admi- 
rable Charity and Humility, of an ex- 
traordinary Zeal, and of a perfect Indif- 


ference for the World. 


Jesvs having lived after this Manner 
among the Jews, for about the Space of 
four Years, they crucified him, and put 
him to Death at the Feaſt of the Paſs- 
over: But he roſe again the third Day 
after his Death; and forty Days after 
his Reſurrection he aſcended into Hea- 
ven, where he ſits at the right Hand- of 
Gop; and from whence he fent the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt to his Apoſtles upon the Day 


of Fane.

Of the Preaching of the Apoſtles, and the 
Eftabliſhment of the Chriſtian Religion. 


H E Apoſtles having received the 

Holy Ghoſt in the City of Fern- 
ſalem, began to preach the Goſpel there, 
and to confirm their Doctrine by Mi- 
racles. At firſt, they preached only 
in Judea, and to none but Fezws ; But 
Gop having made known to them, 
that the Chriſtian Religion ought to be 
taught to all Men, they went to. preach 
the Goſpel throughout the World. The 
_ Apoſtles met with Jews in almoſt all 
the Places where they came, this Nation 


having been diſperſed for a long Time 3 


in divers Countries. It was to the Fetus 
of the Diſperſion that the A poſtles did 
at firſt addreſs themſelves, as * Book 4 
of Acts ſhews us; and it was to them that 

they wrote many Epiſtles. Neverthe- 
leſs they invited all Sorts of People, 
without Diſtinction, as well Gentiles as 
Fevos, to the Profeſſion of the Goſpel; 
and they baptized all thoſe that would 
become Chriſtians, in ihe Name of the. | 
faber. and of the Son, and of the Holy | 
c_ 
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his Son: 
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Ghoſt. This is the Subſtance of the 


Doctrine which the Apoſtles and other 


Miniſters of Jesvs CHRIST did preach; 
namely, that there is but one only Gop, 
who created Heaven and Earth ; that 
this true Gop, who had not been ſuf- 


ficiently known till then, had made him- 


ſelf known to Men by JESsus CURIST 
that this IE Sus, who was cru— 
cified by the Fews, was riſen again; 
that he was the Saviour of the W 'orld, 


the Judge of all Men, and that al] thoſe 


who would believe in him, ſhould be 
eternally happy. This Doctrine was 


preached by the Apoſtles with ſuch 


wonderful Succeſs, that in a few Years 
Chriſtianity was eſtabliſhed in the prin- 


cipal Parts of the World. 


As for the Jews, they were deſtroyed 


and drove out of their Country, forty 
Years after the Death of our LORD. 


The City of Feru/alem was taken by the 
Romans, and with the Temple there 
laid in Ruins, as Jesus CHRISTH had 
expreſly foretold; the Judgments of 


Goy fell upon the Jews, who were diſ- 
perſed throughout the World; and ſince 
= that Time, they have never been able to 


recover

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their Ignorance, ſhould be pardoned: 
Secondly, that Gop would receive them 
Into his Covenant, and grant them Sal- 


vation and Lite eternal. Theſe are the 
two Things that the Apoſtles gave Men 
Aſſurance of by Baptiſm ; but as for 
thoſe that refuſed to become Chriſtians, 
or that being Chriſtians did not live as 
Jzesuvs CarisT had ordained, the Apo- 


| files declared, that they ſhould be ex- 


cluded from Salvation, and were ſubject 
to Condemnation and Death eternal. 


Tris is the Sum of the Chriſtian 


Religion, as it was preached by the 


Apoſtles. It is our Duty to adhere con- 
ſtantly to it, to love it, to do according 


as it directs, living godly in this World, 


and expecting our Salvation from the 
Mercy of God; that ſo, when IEsus 


CHRIST fhall come at the laſt Day to 
render to every one according to his 


Works, we may eſcape the Puniſhments 
which this Religion threatens wicked 
People with, and partake of that Glory 


and everlaſting Happinefs which it pro- 


miles to the Faithful.
